NATIONALISM. 


The new spirit in the East and the growth of 
Nationalism in Asia are the subjects of an 
article of quite extraordinary interest in that 
modest quarterly ‘The Bast and the West” 
for October, The special article we quote here 
is written by the Rev. C. PF. Andrews, of Delhi. 

“Two years ago,” he says, “I ventared to 
write an article in this review on the effect of 
Japanese victories upon India and the East. 
In certain directions I may claim to have made 
a true forecast. There has been a distinct un-

“The ‘one dominant factor, resulting from 
the Japanese war, has been the growth of the 
spirit of nationality and the desire among the 
enhghtened in all Eastern lands for national 
progress. This spirit hms litétdlly passed from 
one end of Asia tothe other, and her 
Egypt. While taking coloar from the religion 
of each country it is primarily a political anc 
racial movement, thougli at the same time | 
believe it to be full of religions import. There 
ia a striking similarity in the forms of the tew 
thought and the new literatiire that is ieing 
produced. I have seen newspaper éxtracts from 
‘Teheran, Cairo, and Pékin, and the subjects 
dtiscunsed are almost identical 


national eine anda race longing for 
freedom from Bargpean control. Sometimes 
race feeling predominates, sometimes the pas- 
sion for Western culture, sometimes the sitiple 
desire for national progress. 

From one point of view the Renaissance in 
Rarope is the nearest parallel to what is now 
taking place in Asia ; for, as Bishop Creighton 
has pointed out, along with the breaking up of 
old systems and the intellectual impulse of 
that age, there came an awakening of the 
nations to self-consciousness and the formation 
of Modern Europe on national lines. 

“The breaking ap of old systems of thought 
and government has begun in every part of 
Asia. An Indian friend has told me only to-day 
that he has just finished reading twelve 
different Persian newspapers and reviews, and 
the chief sebjects of discussion in each were 
Parliamentary Government,’ ‘Persia for the 
Persians,’ ‘National Progress,’ and such like. 
‘The visit of the Amir of Atghanistan to India 
lias been followed by the inaugaration in Kabul 
of a system of elementary and advanced educa 
tion on Western lines. In Pekin a Parlia- 
mentary constitution bas been promised, acienti- 
fic and technical institutions hewe been erected, 
nearly 20,000 stadents have gone to Japan for 
training, and Western education has already 
taken the place of the old classics in the Civil 
Service examinations. 

“India bas developed the Swadeshi move- 
ment; from one Bengal society alone 100 
stadents were sent abroad this year for technica! 
instruction ; in every college and in ey 
uewspaper ‘nationalism’ is the one subject of 
interest and discussion ; in many parts a racial 
antipathy against the foreigner has grown up, 
which has called for the sternest measures of 
repression. The growth of nationalism in Egypt 
formed the principal theme of Lord Cromer’s 
farewell address in Cairo. 

“These events, and instances might be mul- 
tiplied, are no passing phase. They are- the 
beginnings of a movement which will extend 
in mightier and mightier cireles among the 
myriads of the unlettered . To take 
India as an example, the peasants in 
the North to-day are discussing political ques- 
tions which were only known to the educated 
two years ago. What has been told in the ear 
is being proclaimed upon the housetop. It 
inay be that there will be renctions and 
eddyings in the current ; but the great tide 
which has started from Japan will sweep away 
all temporary barriers, and we shall witness in 
onr own generation the awakeving of half the 
population of the world. 

“The breaking up, then, of ee has 
begun, the awakening is already in progress. 
With very much of this Renaissance — with the 
longing for freedom and enlightenment, the 
desire for a trae andhealthy national existence 
the wish to elevate the countless myriads of 
the common people—no thoaghtfal Obristian 
can fail to sympathise, The progress of the 
Bast may check his sense of moe snperiority, 
and bring most difficult questions as to govern 
ment and control, but Christian first, anc

It cannot be too often repeated that 
the monetary and speculative crisis which has 
caused so much trouble in Egypt, and has 
sally depreciated the securities in which speco- 
lation was mest rife, has had hardly any effect 
upon the business of this undertaking (‘Daily 
Report’)

The Italian Colony.

Three days before the date the tablet was 
shown to the Marguis di Soragna, the Italian 
Consul at Alexandria.

Italian chamber of Deputies then took part in 
the squabble and the Anti-Clerical political 
grotps at Rome asked the Government why 
the tablet had been offitidlly rentoved and 
whether such tactics were not a surrender to 
the Vatican. The excitement among the 
colony here incréased and now the Italian 
Radicals here have called a monster meeti 
for Sunday next. It. will be held at the 
Dorado music hall and numbers of thé léading 
speakers among the itatian Colony will address 
the meeting to protest against the policy of 
the Government. 


CAIRO'S THREATENED CAB STRIKE. 


To rae Eprror or THe “Baypriaw Gaarrre.” 


Sir,—I have seldom heard anything more 
abstrd than the proposal of the Cairo cab- 
drivers to go on strike if thie projeet of putting 
400 motor cabs in circulation on the Cairo 
streets is not vetoed by the Government. As 
far as can be seen at present, the general 
public and tourists especially would welcome 
the inndvation.

In their monthly report on the cottou crop, 
Messrs. Neill Brothers state that the receipts 
for the four weeks ended 4th instant amounted 
to 964,000 bales, as against 1,203,000 bales at 
the corresponding period last year, making 
the total brought to light since Ist September 
last 1,054,000 bales, against 1,320,000 bales. 
The exports for the four weeks were 449,000 
Vales, against 581,000 bales, i the 
total since Ist September 477,000 bales, 
against 581,000 bales. American spinners 
since the date mentioned have taken 828,000 
bales, compared with 329,000 bales. Com 
menting on these figures, Messrs. Neill Brothers 
state that one month of the new season has 
now passed without any statistical develop. 
ments which can be relied upon as any guide. 
According to the official figures supplied by 
the New Orleans’ Cotton Exchange, 841,000 
bales were brought to light during September, 
against 995,000 last year and 1,815,000 in 
September, 1905, while Messrs. Neill’s own 
returns up to 4th October sum op 1,054,000 
hales against 1,264,000 and 1,582,000 in the 
past two years. A noteworthy feataré is that 
the port receipts from the Gulf up to date are 
mach smaller than last year (namely, 306,000, 
against 680,000), while those at the Atlantic 
ports are in excess, say, 428,000, against 
356,00. The present total of port receipts was 
attained only five days earlier in 1906 and 
nine days earlier in 1905, so there is nothing 
surprising in the deficiency up to date for 4 
crop so late as this was reported to be; but 
it is surprising that the past week should only 
have given a total brought to light of 307,000, 
against 298,000 last week, instead of showing 
the rapid expansion natural to this time of 
year. The explanation of this is no doubt to 
be found in the holding back now being 
practised both by farmers, who are in no hurry 
to sell, on the one hand, and by spinners, who 
do not need to buy, on the other. When either 
the one or the other party changes its policy, 
the movement will doubtless resume a more 
normal course. 

EXPORTS AND VISIBLE SUPPLY. 

The c.if. business between England and 
America has been unusvally slow until the past 
week, and up to the present only 208,000 
bales have sailed for Great Britain, against 
220,000 last year and 272,000 in 1905. During 
the same period the shipments to the Conti- 
nent have been 274,000 bales, against 361,000 
last year, and the American spinners have 
taken a good average supply. The visible 
sapply of American cotton is now distributed

As regards the invisible supply—that is, 
the stocks of American cotton held by spinners 
-it has been shown how they probably stood 
at the opening of the season on the basis of 
Messrs. Neill’s estimated consumption ot 
12;750,000 bales. Messrs. Neill still think that 
that 112,750,000 was as fair an estimate as could 
he taken. The International Spinners’ Census 
have lately issned a docament which has led 
the unwary into sundry statistical pitfalls, the 
chief of which is that the consumption of 
1906-7 was only 11,669,000 bales of American 
cotton! But this is because the returns are 
only from 100,521,000 spindles ont of .the 
114,096,000 actually at work. To get a rough 
idea of what. woold have resulted from a 
complete return, Messrs. Neill set down the 
census figures for Europe as follows, all in

The above calcalation of 8,451,000 as the 
British consumption indivated by the census is 
probably too large, as many of the unreported 
spindles are no doubt working upon Egyptian 
cotton, and here are novmieans at hand of dif- 
ferentiating them. Messrs. Neill therefore feel 
that it is unnecessary to change their estimate 
of 3,800,000 bales for Great Britain. Their 
Continental and other figures are quite strik- 
ingly confirmed, and they think 12,750,000 for 
the total consumption still successfully holds 
the field, 

MILL STOCKS. 

As to mill stocks, the spinners’ census show- 
ed a total on-31st August, 1907, of 2,078,000. 
This incladed for America and: Japan 1,054,000, 
leaving for Burope 1,019,000 on 72,860,000 
spindles. This upon the fall number(86, 271,000) 
would indicate European mill stocks of Ameri- 
can cotton on 8lst Augast 1,214,000, com- 
pared with the estimate of 10th September, 
1,185,000, a net variation of only 29,000 bales. 
The current ideas of mill stocks in America 
have been thrown into confusion by a recent 
publication from the Census Burean, and mail 
details must be awaited before going further 
into that part of the sabject. Mr. Hester 
estimates the Northern mill stocks at 376,000 
bales (Messra. Neill made them $89,000). 

CROP CONDITIONS. 

As to the crop, the trade has been suffering 
from the hot and cold fits which must be its 
lot in these days when redundant official re- 
ports sncceed each other at intervals so frequent 
as to leave no time for consideration betw 
the effect of one and the anticipation of 
next. If these reports were trustworthy, the 
unsettlement they cause would be excasable, 
bot influenced as they are believed to be by 
pecuniary, speculative and even.political consi- 
derations, they have become more of a nuisance 
than benefit. For the present season) Messrs. 
Neill have decided upon the following as a 
reasonable estimate of the acreage :—

They would be impossible in my land, 
where each merchant distrusts all others, but 
I can readily see their convenience.” 

STUDENT OF SOCIOLOGY. 

The Prince has travelled iri America before 
and has béen South and West in his visits. He 
is a close friend of Henry Clews, the banker, 
with whom he spent several weeks in Newport 
before coming to this city, and who was his 
host ata lancheon at the Lawyers’ Club in 
New York and also at the Stock Exchange. 
The Prince is a student of sociology, politics 
and economies, and he admires without reserve 
the democratic condition in the United States. 

“In my country,” he said sadly, “we have 
no independence and we grow more and more 
under the domination of the English. Yet it is 
truly the most wonderfnl country in the world.
